It is not very likely that the pro- 
posed aysiem will be put into oper- 
ation tmmediately after the passing 
of the legislation. Indeed, at least 
six months will be allowed to elapse 
by the Government before putting the 
system into effect, and it will not be 
eurprising if the jnauguration is de- 
layed until the first day of 1914. A 
course similar to this was followed in 
the case of the Bourne law, by which 
@ parcels post system has just been 
establisted in the United States, That 
law was passed last summer, but did 
not go into effect until the New ‘Year,

WINNIPEG TO HUDSON BAY 


Preliminary Plans of Proposed Line 
are Approved at Ottawa 

Winnipeg.—For some time past a 
group of Winnipeg men have been act- 
ively working under a charter pro- 
cured by them from the Dominion 
Government and known as the Hud- 
gon’s Bay, *eace River and Pacific 
Railway, from Winnipeg to the Hud- 
son’s Bay, with Port Nelson as the 
objective point. 

They have quietly been working 
along this line to the extent of hav- 
ing engineers go over a large portion 
of the territory and preliminary plans 
have been approved by the Minister 
of Railways and the Railway Commiis- 
sion. 

The rond is to.nin from Winnipeg 


‘ ¢o a point on the Winnipeg River, just 


east of its confluence with Lake Win- 
nipeg, thence in a direct line to Port 
Neleon, on Hudson's Bay. A _ large 
amount of data has been collected by 
the company, which insures them of 
a big local traffic hy the development 
of the natural resources along the 
proposed line. 


Seal Hunters’ Compensation 

Ottawa.—On behalf of the seal 
hunters of British Columbia, G. H. 
Barnard, M.P. for Victoria, has ask- 
ed the government for the appoint- 
ment of a royal commission to inquire 
into the question of compensation to 
be paid under the treaty of 1911, pro- 
hibiting pelagic sealing. The United 
States donated $200,000 as compensa- 
tion to sealers, but the British Colum- 
bila men do not wish to be tied down 
to any specific amount, but rather that 
the damages actually incurred should 
be paid. The appointment of a com- 
mittee will shortly be considered by 
the cabinet. .
